Businesses in the Glades are 
being asked this week to 
complete a survey on the 
economic impact of the SWIM 
(Surface Water Improvement 
and Management) plan. 

The South Florida Water 
Management District is 
sponsoring the survey, which is 
being handled by Hazen and 
Sawyer, environmental engin- 
eers and scientists in Holly- 
wood, Florida. 

According to Grace Johns, a 
‘spokesperson for the company, 
approximately 350 to 400 
surveys have been sent to 
residents in Belle Glade, 
Pahokee, South - Bay, 
Clewiston, and Lake Harbor. 

The study will attempt to 
gauge the job losses if 35,000 
acres of productive farmland 
are taken out of production to 
create a filter system for 
nutrients said to be damaging 
the EEA. 

"We're trying to target as

Here is the paragraph in its entirety: "It is 
regrettable that once again America is thrown 
into turmoil because of a senseless racist act to 
deny justice to.an anonymous African-American 
man. All over this country on yesterday a violent 
cry was being heard. This cry manifested itself 
in the burning of millions of dollars in property, 


beatings of somewhat innocent non-African-

Where does the city, the sheriff's department or 
even better, the fire department have a-right to 
write a ticket to someone who does not have the 
knowledge that that is a handicapped zone, 
especially when it's not marked with a sign 
stating so? And shouldn't the owner of the 
premises be liable for any tickets given when 
the store parking spot is not readily marked 
with a handicapped sign?

Gary Burroughs who said the fire department 
does not write tickets and therefore did not do so 
in this case. I was unable to contact, Pahokee 
Chief of Police Carmen "Skeets" Salvatore as of 
press time.

Mr. Van Vleck said keeping a record of the birds 
visiting your yard over several years may offer 
evidence of the value of improvements to the 
habitat that you have made, such as planting for 
wildlife or providing a source of water or 
erecting nest boxes.

Laboratory tests conducted at 
the Non-Native Fish Lab in 
Boca Raton showed that some 
walking catfish could continue 
to breathe up to 80 days after 
being taken from the water. 

"This is somewhat 
misleading," Shafland said.

As a result, walking catfish 
that attempt overland 
movement often die as the 
water quickly recedes and 
evaporates.” 

¿Most of - the walking catfish 
Were albinos before they were 
released, but now they have 
reyerted to their dark gray 
coloration which serves as a 
natural camouflage, Shafland 
explained. 

Shafland said that we will 
always have the walking catfish 
in Florida, but they will not 
likely ever create the disastrous 
problems some feared when the 
fish appeared 25 years ago.
